x1 Eing prouided of all thinges ne- 
celiarie for fo long a Voyage, 
with leaueraken of the Gouer- 
4) nour,and others ofthe Commi- 
\ ial tics, wee departed from Graweſ- | 
: ' | ©:4 the 25. of March, being © 
q Sunday at night,and the tueſday 

! following came to the Downes, 
where the Generall before wee came ro an anchor, 
gaue order tothe Purſer to call the company,and take 
their names: which being done, there was found 40 
men lacking of the copelment ofour Ship, ſo that wee 
were forced thereby tocometo anchor, to tarrie for 
them. The Generall gauc order preſently the Pinneſſe 
ſhould be man'd,and ſent the Maſter with his brother, 
andthe Purſer for better diſpatchto Savewich, where 
they eſcaped verie gtere drowning. The Afention 
Pinneſſe likewiſe put off to (et their ilarea land,andſo 
wascalt away : which whenthe Gencrall heard of,hs 
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was excccding angry with Capraine Sriles that hee 
would offer to go alandatſuchatime without his or- 
der, The laſt of Marchthe Maſter, Captaine Midale- 
£08,and the maſters Mate came aboord, T he firft of - 
Aprill,yve weighed anchor In the Downesandrwarth 
Douer, we found our men in Ketches readie ro come 
aboord, wee tooke themall into our ſhippe, being 28 
men, which was farr ſhortof that number wee expe- 
Qed. But howſcever the Generall was determined 
toproceede, although heelacked fortie men, rather 
than looſe the benctite of ſo faire awinde: ſothe ſame 
day of Beachey,the Cenerall gaue order to the Boatſ: 
ſwaynetorake new muſter of our men; and he found 
wee had twentie more than our copelment aboord 
theAdmirall, and trarrying to ſpeake withthe reſtof 
the ſhips, wee hal'd them one after anorher,and found 
they had eueric ſhip more than their copelment; the 
cauſe of which errour, conldnot bee imagined with- 
out fowle weather cauſed them to hide themſelues,at 
ſuchtime ofgenerall muſter; or elſe that ſome of them 
miſdoubting they ſhould be ſer on land, played leaſt in 
Geht: but howſocuer, this ouer-plus of men was as 
rieuous tothe Generall as the lacke he had afore. To 
echow he had been deludedrocometoanchor with 
a faire windfor lacke of men, and now of force muſt 
put into ſome place toſerthem againealand, So the 
Generallgaue order to the Maſter, hee ſhould hauea 
carche did not paſſe Plimeurt that night, for thar hee 
wi mindedrto put inthereto diſcharge thoſemen. So 
thenext day morning at day breake, weewerereadie 
Withtacks aboord toftand into the ſound of Plhmonth: 
andſtoodina good while, till ſuchtime as it began to 
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be guſlie weather, And the wind to ſouther ypon vs, 
ſothat we were enforced againſtthe Generals liking, 
to proceed on our Voyage ftecring alongſt the land 
wichmuch winde, and in rheafternuone weloſt {ight 
of En:iand; andſo continuing our courſe with a faire 
wind, vpon thurſday beingthe 6. day of Aprill, wee 
were twarth Cape Feneſter, and the pr; of the 
Rocke. And vponEafter day being the 8 day, of Cape 
Saint Yincences With the wind large,and faire weather ; 
and continuing our courſe till the 15, wee came to the 
Canaries, where inthe calmes, triall was made to take 
inthe Hettors boar, but ſhee could not ſtoe her, by 
reaſon ſhe was both too long, and too broad, which if 
ſhecould hauedone, the Generall was minded not to 
tonch in any place til he doubled the Cape:ſo that was 
the proces cauſc he went tothe Iſlands of Cape-de- 
werde, (orheſame night wee departed from the Cans- 
ries, and directed our courle for Maio, one of thefore- 
ſayd [{lands, 

The 22. day, we had (ight of BoaYi/ta: the 24. day 
weanchoredat Maio vponthe {cuth-weſt (ide, where 
the Generall with the reſt of the Captaines and mar- 
chants went a land to ſeeke freſh water : burtthere was 
noneto be found but a (mall Well,which would yeeld 
ſcarſe a Hog(-head a day. Preſently after our landiag, 
there came toour Generala Por7inza/ethat had woun- 
ded one ot his fe!!owes, deſiring to laue his life, and 
vponthat conditio he would giue him althe welth he 
had, which was ſome 50c.dryed Goats, 7 heGenerall 
would giue no careto him nor his requeſt, for that he 
would give no occaſion of offence, ro them of the 
Ildand, yet by intreaty ofthe Yiſe admirall &the other 

| 22 captaines, 
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@ptainestio was contented to take his Goars and him 
aboard, which preſently was effeQed 3 allo the ſame 
aſter-noone, there came two Portingales more'of the 
Iſland to our Generall, who came verie kindly varo 
him and bad him welcome, ſo after ſome dilcourſe 
theGenerall deliredthem that for his money, he mighe 
buy ſome liuc goars of them for the refreſhing of his 
men,they preſently madeanſrere againe,they would 


ſellnone but that we might kill as many as wee would, © 


and no bodie would be offended thereat, and (opre- 
ſently they went with the Generall, and ſheved hi 
how we ſhould encloſethem.and (oſet our dogs v 
them ; and hauing killed halfe a dozenof goats, they 
rooke their leaue in triendly maner for thatnight,pro- 
miling in the morning toreturne and bring their dogs 
with them, and tohelpe vs to ſo many Goarsas wee 
would deſire, ſo the Generall with all the reſt came 
preſently a board, 

The next day, the Generall would not goea land, 
bur ſent Capraine Sriles, Capraine Keeling , and Cap- 
taine Midaleron, with expreſle order to keepe their 
people from ftraggling, and whenalltheir companie 
werelanded, Capraine S:/lescalledrhemalltogethers 
giucing them warning to keepe companie together, 
and nor range one from the other, whichſpeech was 
reitterared againe by Maiſter Dwrham (aying,tharwho- 
ſocver was found Riraggling, ſhould be (euerely puni- 
ſhed, and thereforewilledthemall rotakegoodheed, 
Ando after this warning giuen, they marched vp into 
the countrieto kill ſome Goates, where they met with 
wo Portuzals, whichdidasfiſtthem inallthe might:in 

che meane while they were attheir{portaland, The 
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Generall withthoreſt, were bufic in towing the Hee- 
torslong boot, for that he was minded, to goe toSea 
ſo ſooneas'they had done, but they could not towe 
her; without cutting of her ſtem:& part other bowes, 
which ſeeing no other way, was prelentlic efeted. 
And ſo drawing toward night, our land men repaired 
aboorde,yvithlome few Goates they had killed. And 
after ſupper the wind comming ofthe land, the Gene. 
rall gaue order tothe Maiſter towey, and that a war- 
ning pecce might be ſhot of, And ſopreſently the Ca- 
ble was brought to capſtaine arid our ſhippe was pre. 
ſently looſe, but before we had vp our anker, Captaine 
Sriles (ent word one of their Marchants was mis(in 
ſothat wee came preſently to Anker againe , al 
didridetell day, Hee thar loſt himſelfe, wasthe par- 
tie which was (o carcfull to giue other menyyar- 
ning, whichtooke none himlelte, Day no ſooner ap - 
pearing, burtthe Generall ſent Captaine S://es with at 
leaſt 150, mentoſecke for him, And it it were poslible 
to ſpeake with ſome of the Portx2als : butall that day 
was ſpent in vaine, and no newsot him ; ſothe Gene- 
rall wouldſpendno longertirnc there, but lett him to 
ſearnethe language : (othe 16, of ay wee paſledthe 
line where many of our men fell {icke of the Scurny, 
Calenture, Bloudy flix, and the Wormes, being leftto 
the mercieof God, and a {male quarritie of Lyman 
twyce cucry morning : our philicion {nipt for thar pur- 
poſe being as vnwilling as ignorant in any thing that 
might helperhem. Agreat oueriight inthe compa» 
ny, and nodoubt wilbe becter looktto hercatrer, 
And toour proceeding voyage the 14. day of /u/ = 
, ihe 
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wind at South-weſt, a gn" galeche Generallcoms | 
maunded the rackes a d intending to go about , 
the cape. Burton lick mencryedourmoſtlamentab!y, 
for at that preſentthere were lickeofrhe (curuy atthe 
tealt 80, men inour {hip, not one aoletohe'perheo- 
ther, who madeapetition tothe Generallmoſthum. 
bly entreating him for Gods ſaketo laue there liues, 
and to pur in tor Saldapis other _ they were but 
dead men. The Generall peruling there pititull com- 
plaint,/and looking out of his cabin dore, wheredid 
attend a (warme ot lame and weake diſeaſed criples, 
who bchoulding this lamencable fight, extended his 
compalion towards them. And graunted their re- 
queſts: thatnighe the wind came vp atthe 5duth and 
continuedrellthe 17.day before we could get intothe 
rode. Thenext morning _ Wednelday the Gene- 
rall went onland, with prouiſtonto ſet vptents;&iIlir- 
tle way from our landing place , the Negroes had their 
houſes : which werenoother thena few croked ſticks 
ſet in the grownd, and martes caft over them, and | 
they had great ſtore of Cartell, both beevesand ſheepe 
graſing fairebythem. Our Generallandthe captains 
wentto batrer withthem for (mall peeces of Iron, and 
boughtſome 12. ſheep, and more would haue old vs, 
till that they ſaw vs begin to ſet vp our tents, which as 
it ſeemed, was to their diſliking ; for that incontinent 
they pulled downetheir houſes , and made them faſt 
ypontheir Zeaſts backes, and did driue away; yet all 
meanes poſsible was ſought to drawe them to (ell vs 
more: but inno caſe they would abide any loger with 
vs, butdroueaway with all the ſpeed they might. Itlay 
in the generals power to haue taken them all from 
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to them, and did cate, drinke, and daunce with 
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them, as ſome conhſelledhim to doe, buthe innocaſe 
wouldgiue earetherevmo ; bur letthera depart, nox 
doubring burthar they would returne againe, (ecing 
we offeredthemno wrong, when it was in our pow- 
ersto diſpoſlefiethem of allcheir cattell, The 19. day 
we got our ({icke men on land, and the 20. our boats 
wereſenttothelfland, where wee found luch infinite 
number of ſcales, that it was admirablero behold, all 
the {ea-ſhorelyes ouer-ſpread withthem, ſome (lee- 
ping, ſometrauelling intothe [{land, and fome tothe 
ſea-ward: Belides all the Rockes whichlie a prettie 
diſtance off (o tull as they can hold, thouſands at atime 
going, and as many comming out: there beemany of 
them as biggeas any Beate, andasterribleto behold, 
And vptowards the middle of the Iſland, there be in- 
finite numbers of fowles called Penowines, Pellicans, 
and Cormerants, The Pengwies bee as bigge as our 
greateſt Capons wee haue in England, they baueno 
winges nor cannot flye, bur you may driue them by 
thouſands ina locke whether you will, they bee ex- 
ceeding fatte, bur their fleſh is verieranke, for that 
they live vppon fiſh, there bee ſomany of them vpon 
this ſmall l{land, which is not abone 5. miles about, to 
ladea ſhippeof 5o tonhes withall, Vpon Sunday the 
23 the firſt man that diedoutof our ſhip, Vpon mun- 
day morning the Generall went into the Countrey 
to buy freſh viQuals, butthepeople of the countrey 
ſeeing ſo many in company fled. Bur the General cau- 
ſed all the company to make a ſtand, and thenſent 4. 
tothem witha botrell of wine, and viQuals, with a T a- 
ber,anda Pipe,chey ſeeingno more in company came 
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them ſothcy ſebing with whar kindesthey were vied, d 


tooke hart vnro them and came along withour Gene- 
rall ro our tents, where they had many toyes beſtow- 
cdvponthem. As pins, ports, beads, andbranches, 
& lothey returnedall very well pleaſed making lignes 
to rerurnethenext day with Cartell, burfoule wegher 
preuented them for 3 dayes. The forth dayater being } 
the 26. they brought vs 44. ſheepe, and thenexr 
day 23.ſheepand two kine, and thenext day 15.ſheepe 
and one bullocke, and the 3o day we bought 1:0, 
ſheepeands. Beeves, the next day g.(heepeand three 
beeves,andrhe 2. of Auguſt 3, ſheepe. The 3.of Au- 
guſt : the Generall went in his pinnes and other 
$with/him to kill whales, for all the bay is full of 
them , they ſtroke divers with harping lrons, and 
elpecttly heyio the Suſans pinnes firoake their har- 
ping Ironinto one of them very ſure, and veered their 
te agood (cope from her, ſhee feeling her (elfe 
wounded, towed the boat for the ſpace of halfe an 
hower, vp and downethe bay, with ſuch ſwiftneſſe I - 
thatthe men werefainetogoall of themand ſitinthe 
Aarne, and letthe whale towe them, which was with 
fach ſwiftnes that ſhe ſeemed to flie, but in the end 


they were Inforcedto cut their rope,'to keepe their 


boatfrom ſincking, they were caried (o ſwiftly throw 
the Sea. Thenextthat ſtroak one, was inthe Gene- 
cals pinnes,and there weretwo of them rogerher,and 
ehcir fortune was to ſtrike a young one, which plaied 
like reakes, asthe firſt did, and continued for a good 
eimeandthen they hal'd vpthe boat ſomewhat neere, 
and wounded her indiuers places with iauellins, the | 


great whale allthis time-would not depart from the 


; firle onealthough it had receiued many wounds, bue 
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Roodrothelaſttofightir our againſtal our boats, ſom- 
times giuing one boar a bloy,and ſometimes another, 
and would come vader our boats, andlift them almoſt 
outofthe water, ſhe beſtowed one bange on the Ge- 
nerals Pinneſle, that ſplit all the timbers and boards, ſo 
that he was fainetotake another boar to lauc himſeltes 
for the Fas preſctly full ot water, yet with mucha doc 
they ſaucd thePinnefſe,& brought her on land, where 
it coſtall our carpenters three dayes worketo repaire 
her. And when the young Whale began to be weas» 
rie, the old one would take the young vpon his backe 


- and carric him, but the old oneſecing that would not 


preuaile againſt vs, would leauc his pe, and be- 
take fiimiclte ro his fight, which his rayle 
one of the water, and roftrike (o valiantly, that it hee 
had takenany of our boars with one of theſe blowes, 
he would haue ſplit it all to peeces, It was verie good 
ſport ro ſtand and looke on, bur verie dangerous to 
em in the boats : Toconclude of this matrer, the 
young Whale could not be killed till the funne-ſer,the 
old oneneuer forſaking her whilſt it hadany lite. So 
after it was dead, wee towed it to our landing place, 
and at hye water hal'd it ſo hyeas wecould. 1 heoc- 
cation why we killed this Whale,was for lacke of oyle 
for our lampes,for-in all the (hipps we had great lacke, 
the oyle was pur in verie bad ca>ke, and leaked our, 
But whereas wee hoped ro haue had oyle inoughonr 
of this Whale to haue lerued all our twrnes, it did 
ſcarce yee!d foure gallons it was {o young and lcane. 
T he $ day, the Generall [ent a dozen of ovr men 
to buy fell viftuals, for that wee had not any !efc, 
| | C SO 
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Sothey were out all day , 2nd brought home but ryyox 
ſheepe ar their returne, whichwas late, the Generall 
demaunded of the Purſer cf the HeQtor, which was 
cheete purueyer, what was the occaſion they Rayed 
out (o long, and that they broughtnomorecattell, He 
anſwered, that the people had fovid them good. ſtore 
of catrell, which hee had payd for, but being ſofewe 
of our menincompanie, and they weaponief®, they 
would abuſe them in ſnarching their yron fromihem, 
andnottoſ{ufter them to driue the cartell away they 
payd for. 7 he Generall ſeeing how they vicd him, 
thought by policieto goe beyond them, and this ir 
was : Hee himſelſe with 120 men in his companies 
would goebynight and lye inambuſhina wocdnere 
the place E men did barter wich them, and 
when it was faire day, the purueyorand his crewe, 
ſhould come as other times, and bargaine withthem 
foro many as they would (ell; And when they had 
ſufficienttomake aſigne, and then the Generall and: 
his companye ſhould come out of their lodgings, 
and drive them away. This matter vas put inpra- 
Qiſe thisnight , and the Cenerallthree houres before: 
day departed from the tents, and had imboskedhim- 
ſelfe and all his followers to their evwne contents, on- 
ly three fellowes of capraine $145 his companie, to 
raſt of a borrdll of wine they cariec for their capraine, 
andin the meane while they weredrinking, they had' 
loft ſight of their Gen-ralland allhiscompany and took. 
2contrary way,neuer ſtaying titthey eametothe hou- 
ſes ofthe Vezroes:they (ecingihreemenarmed to come: 
totheir houſes, begatrtoſuſpeCt ſome falſe mealures z, 
theſe fellowes ſeeing they had miſtakenthemſelues, 
"> retired 
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retired backe tothe woods, andin (ight otthe 1ndians 
hid thcmſcluesin the buſhes, at that time the Sunne 
being vp halfe an houre after theie fellowes had hid 
chemliclues, came our weaponieſſe Merchants from 
chetents and beganneto barter withthem, tor two or 
three ſheepe,w hich of purpole they had fent downe 
toour people, to keepe them bulic while they were 
getting their heards of Cartell rorunne away. Which 
our merchants perceiuing,they preſently vnarmed as 
they were, went amongſt them , and ſent worde by 
oneof them tothe Generall, to comeaway with all 
his people; for that he and allhis companie were dil- 
coucred, (o that the Generall was enforced to breake 
out of hisambuſhmcttoreſcew hismen,which were 
emongſtthem without weapons: but before he could 
cometo their reſcew, they had wounded one of our 
men, with foure dartes ſticking in his body ; which 
being downe —_— ethemtotheir heeles 
and althe cattel before as faſtas they could driue 
tothe mountaines, Our men, as then, hauing the 
raines in their owne handes, purſued after them in 
fuch ſcattering waner, that if the people of the coun- 
trey had been men of any reſolution, they might haue 
cur off moſtof them. The General! cauſed atrumper 
toſound a retreat, but could not cauſethem to leaue 
their chaſe, And whileſtrhat he was raking order to 
fendthe hurt man to the tents, he was halfe a mile 
fromthe necreſt of our men, andnot paſt fine men in 
his company :ſo hee and thoſe-men in his company 
were fainetorunne toouertakelomeof them which 
Wwcre befoce,that in the end they were a dozen in hig 
| C:3 cos 
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of them together in a company : whichif the peopl 
of the countrey had ioyned together, and ſet y 
them —_ ſcattered, they had curmoſt of _=—_ 
off, which thing the Generall greatly doubted , yer 
God be thanked it ſorted better, For (ome of our

men ouer-tooke (ome of the Negroes at the foote.of 


the mountaine, and draue them away fromſome of 
their Catttle and made a ftand by themtill more of 
their company carne vp,and lo retorned homwardey 
with a hundred Kyne and Calues, which was weal- 
come toour licke men, 

Butinour abſence from our Tentes, Capraine 
_ - Colthkar#, with the Maſter, and ſuch as werg left , be» 
ing very doubtfull all was not well with vs, thought ir 
beſt toſendour Pinnelſe tothe bottome of the Baye, 
tohelpe vsifweſtood in need: but maſter Cle, bein 
ouer-bold in his pinneſſeto goea ſhore, bothhee an 
the boat were caſtaway, and rwo more that preſu- 
med of their ſyyimming weredrowned, the reſt c{ca» 
ped very hard!y,came running naked along the ſands 
to vs wardes, and-there certyficd the Generall of all 
that happened, which was but forrowfullnewes to 
him, Thea next day, the Generall ſent fufficient ftore 
of mento march by land, tothe place wherethe boar 
was caſt away, and found her dry vponthaftrand,ſplie 
2nd full of ſand: but with much trouble ſhe was freed, 
and ſentaboord, Allo wetfound maſter Colevpon the

ridderel[the 19. the wind not cruing to carry vs out, 
which then ferued our turnes, we put ro Sea and ſtood 
tothe Weſtwards and the 25. day we dubled the cape 
of Good hope; with very fauourable windes tellthe tie 
of Seprember;and after that time we met withthe wind 
ſcarſe,andnow and thencalmes, and here began the 
ſcuruytogrow amongſt our men, and cuery day did 
the diſeaſe encreaſe, Here might ſome what be ſaid 
of the ignorance and vncharitablenes of him that was 
(t.ipt for our phiſition,as a caueat to them that (hall go 
hereafter to be berter prouided : butfor 2. reſpeRts l 
forbear,theone in regard ofthis other calling but chief- 
ly forthat heis {ince dead in the voyage;where for my 
part I wiſh his faults may be buried with him. 

The 19, of December, we hadfight of In2anz an lland 
lying neere Sumarra, the 20, we had ſight of Sumarre, 

e 21. weankerd withinthellands where we were 
putto great troubfe ro have vp our yardes,and get vp 
our ankors, our men were exceeding weak, we were 
faineto ſend men out of our ſhip to helpe the reſt, and 
ſo with mucha doe we cameto Baxram rode, The 
occaſion why we firſt ankered was becauſethe Aﬀen- 
tion ſhor off a peece ofordenancewithinnight, which 
was contrarie to our articles, we doubting (he was in 
ſomegreat diſtreſſe came ſuddenly toananker to tarie 
to know what was the matter, which proouedtobee 
nothing but thatthere Gunner was dead andthrowne 
ouer board, and hadtharpeece fora farewell: which

of Hellanders were entered imtothe mouth ofrhe har. 
bor andrurnning vp forche fort, The 12. the forena- 
med Hollanders cameto an anker within musker ſhoe 
ofthe forr,the Portwoals notoffering ro ſhooteartthem, 
this afternoone 7ohn Rovers returned with an anſwere

Andas touching the cloues of Manila, he had (ear

rall with a letter tohis Captaine and foure yards of

the Voyage tothe Aſollucas, it was againſ reaſon, tor 
that he had both the wind and corrant againſt vs, and 
to plye itro winde-ward with ſo weake acompany, ut 
would be loſt labonr. T his was the opinion of all, (a+ 
uing the General,who ftil had a good hope we ſhould 
arranne ir, At this time nothing was concluded, but left 
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verycarly inthe morning before day, M. Grove came 
totheGenerai: bed fide telling him he cold take no reſt 
allthe night, for thinking ofthe motion made by him,&t 
our going tothe 4/9/u-45, alrhogh it was athingneuer 
ancmpred by aay,yet he ſaw no other way to put it in

The General wasglad to heare him of that minde, 
andatthe comming aboord of Captaine Choulrhurſt, 
and his maſter, it was abſolutely determined , 
toparr-company, although greatly to the diſlike of 
them both, for they thought neuer to ſeevs again; our 
weakneſle in both ſhips being ſo exceeding weake:

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of, before wecould wayit. The 24. day moſtparr 
calme,in whichcalmes we werecaried very neer Ma- 
wp ſhore, all iaytes Rtanding and vpona ſudden came 
a guſt, which hadlike to haue pur vs vpon aledge'of 
cocks, which we had no way toauoyde, bur all (ayles 
fanding came to an anker, we ankerd wichina quoiry 
caſtof the rocks, and fo eſcaped that danger.

Of the flixe, info that the Generall was in grcat 
doubr of theirxe he ſixr day very much wind,

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Ilandycelded nothing but wood tothe (ca-lide, thax 
one was (carce able to paſlle, the trees and orakes 
werelothicke: here our portingal fouldier was verie 
ficke of the flixe, and the Generallwas verie carctullt 
of him, for that he hoped by his meanesto-haue trade 
with the #97:inzales of T pdore for Cloues, The 7. 8, 
and 9. dayes, wee ſpent in wooding and watering, 
which wee got all aboard: the ninth daythe windes 
conioungnortherly wich much raine. This-day di- 
edotf the flixe !/ill;am Ebneſmore,, «The lo. day wee 
weyecd, but had much adoero gerte.vp a (mall an- 
chor, our weakenelle was (o great, that wee could 
nor ſtart it without tackles : this daydyed Deuzd Flud, 
The 11. day raynice weather, the windeat north-weſt, 
wee ſtood tothe northeaſt-ward : this day dyed one 
of our Marchants called Maſter George Ware of the 
flixe.

#2, allof thempicked hilles in formeof a ſagar-loafe, 
The 18. and19 dayes, wee werefagirevnder the land 
of Mkiang Betwzcae that and Geple; where the peo- 
ple of Mutiancanme aboard of vs with freth viQuals, 
but ſould verie deere: they ſayd.they had good ſtore 
of Cloues inthe [land : bur cheycoaldine 
without lcaucofthe King of 7arngie T: 2 
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we ſpent plying to winde-wards with little wind, be. 
tween Makian, & Aurer, This Iſland of Murer is vn- 
inhabited, but hath grear ſtore of Cloucy vpon it , this 
Iſland ftandethberweenT idor & Makian, butncerer to 
Makian by onethird of the way thi itis to T ;dore; the 
people of this Iſland haue been ſlaine moſt partin the 
wars between Tarnara and Tydoye,for ſometime it was 
ſubiect to one Kings, and ſometime to another. The 
22. day, we got vnder theland of Tydore, and bearing 
vp berween a ({mall{landcalled PuloCamilbie,and Tydor, 
erecame rowing two oftheir Galleys from Tarnaza, 
making all the ſpecd poſsible they could toward vs, 
the headmoſt of the two weuing witha whue flagge 
vnto vsto flrike ſayle, and to rarrie for them, Atthe 
ſame time came7. Tydore Galleys, rowing betwixt vs 
and the ſhoare, to chaſe the Twrnaranes Galleys, 
weenort knowing their prerence, they in the Tarnare 
Galleys did all they might to ouertake our Ship wea- 
uing withrywo or threeflags at onceto taric for them, 
whichour Generallſecing,cauſed the top-ſayles to be 
ſtrucke, and lay by the lee to knowe what was the 
matter ſo that the formolt of theſe Galleys or Cara» 
colles recouered-our ſhippe, wherein was the King 
of T arnara, and divers of his Noble-men, and three 
Dutch Marchants. whenthey had faſthold of the ſhip, 
the Dutch Marchants ſhewed themſclues to vt loo- 
king pale, and deſired our Generall for Gods lake, to 
reſcue the Caracole that came after vs, wherein were 
divers Purch-men, which were like to fall intothe ec» 
nemies handes, whererhere wasno hope of mercie, 
but preſent death: wherevpon our Generall cauſed 
our Gunner to ſhoote * the Tydore Galleys , yet 
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that would not cauſe them to leaue their chace, bue 
within ſhot of our ordinance diſchargedalltheir ſhor 
at the Tarrara Galley, and preſently boardedthem,, 
and putalltothe ſword ſauing three men, which (a= 
ued their liues by ſyimming, and were taken vp by 
our men inour boate, there were no- Durch-mes in 
her as they reported, but all Tarnaares: ifweekad 
not tarryed as wee did, the King of 7 arnar4andthoſe 
with him, had fallen into his enemies hand, where no 
hope of mercfe was to bee expeRed: the Dutch- 
marchants comming aboard, told our Generall they 
thought wee had beene Hollenders, and bound for 
T arnats, and: that was the cauſe they had put them- 
felues in ſuch danger, and likewiſe to know whether 
wee were bound, our Generalltold them that he was 
going then for Tydore, to (ecketrade with the Porre- 
gals, with whom we were inamitie : they dilwaded 
the Generall not roattempr any ſuch thing, for there 
was no other-thing to bee at their handes 
but trecherie;the Generall anfwered hee knew them 
well enough, but minded ro worke ſo warily with 
chem, that hee doubtednor of any harmethey could 
dochim. 
The Dwrch-men (eeing our Generall minded ta 
oe tothe: Porruca!!-towne of Tydore, deſired him that 
wouldnot let the king of Tornars and them fall in- 
to their enemics hand: whom fo lately he had deliue> 
redthemfrom, & as for Clowes there was good flore 
to bee hadat T arnar, and Makean, and 'for their parts 
they would not bee our hindrance, for chat they had 
mether waresnor money left. Sothe Generall cauſed 
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them to engreat the king ro come into the ſhip, whe 
came intrembling: wtuchche ceneralleeing thoughe 
hee was a colde, and cauſed his man to fetch him a 
blacke damaxke gowne, layde with golde lace, and 
lyned with vnſhorne Veluer, whichthe king pur vp- 
on his backe, but neuer had the maners to (urrendes 
it againe, bur kept it as his owne: theking being inthe 
generals Cabin deſired himto goe withhim to Turna- 
ts, where hee minded to haue a faQtorie, but himſelfe 
and his ſhippe would make no ftay there, but goe to 
Tydere,tolce what viage hee ſhould finde of the Pore 
tugals. | 

"The king did what hee could to perſwade him 
ro the contrary but could not preuayle. Heare the 
cenerall delivered a Letter from the KiNncs 
MarzsT1s of ENGLAND, with a fayre ftan- 
ding Cuppe, and a couer double gilt, with dinery 
of the choiſeſt Pinradees , which hee kindly accep- 
ted of, and preſently had the Letterred,andenterpe- 
red vnto him where-with hee made ſhewe to bee 
greatly contented,

daring to put from the ſhippe. Abour foure of the 
clocke inthe after-noone, came the m—_—_— Tarna- 
zas eldeſt ſonneaboard in alight __— ichrowed 
well: hee greatly doubtedthe well-fare of his father, 
andthe king ſtood in doubt of hisfonne, Ar his com- 
ming to his father aboard our ſhip inthe Generals ca» 
bin, he kiſſed his fathersright foot, &he killed his head

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the Generall had giuen warning toall his company 
tharthey ſhould rell no newes of the Hollands fleer, 
but before night it was tould the King and all the 
reſt, but by whome could neuer be learned. From 
the rwentie two, to the twentie foure, rhe King and 
all hiscrewetaricd a bord of vs. the fourc and twenti- 
eth day, we cameby thechicfe towne of 7 arnaza, and 
ſaluted them with ſeauen peeces of ordinance, the 
fame after noone wee cameto an anker inthe rode, 
which is in the Southeſt part of the Iland in fourteene 
fadomes fandy grownd: the rode is fromthe towne 
two leaguesand a halfe, The twentie hue daythe ki 
fentfor his plate and vittells from therowne, and feal(- 
redthe Generall inhis owneCabin, there ſat none of 
hisnobles with him ar rable,none ſat but his ſonneand 
the General! : thereſt ſar vponthe floore of the Cabin 
crolle legged, like tailors: after dinner the Generall 
deſired him that he would take ſome order, he might 
have a houſe to eftabliſh a faQorie, for that he was 
minded to goetothe Porrnzals to ſee what he could 
do withthem: the King per{waded him earneftly not 
ro meddle with them, for he was {urethere was no- 
thing bur villanie and trecherie with them : The 
Generallſayd it wasa folly to diſſwade him from it,and 
therefore prayed him that he might haue a houſe ac- 
cording tohispromiſe. The Kingſecing in whar car- 
neſines the Generall did (peake vnto him, {ayd hee 
would preſently departtochetown, andcauſe a houſe 
to be prouided in areditieſſe for his Marchants, The 
twentie ſixbefore day our Generall was inaredines 
with ſuchyMarchants arid Marchandizesas he minded 
to leaueatTarnata, wer tothe towne, and an howre.. 
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before day came thirther, the King hearinga noyſe of 
trumpets knew that our Generall was come, and (ent 
& (mall #awe to our pinnes to will our Cenerall to 
come vnto him ; he was aboard the admirall of the 
Caracoles,he.cameintoour pinnes and (atiome halfe an 
howre there taking Tabacks,and then came the Saben- 
dor, with light m—— the Generallto his houſe, 
and the King to his Caracole. Our Generall preiently at 
ter his landing cauſed his mento land all ouc goods, & 
carriethe tothe houle, which was performed betore 
day light : thenthe Durch Marchants enuited the Ge 
nerall and Maifter Browne to dine with them, with 
| whomethey preſently wentto the Durch-houſe,where 
they ſhewedthem, what cuery fort of commodities 
were worth in that place,with proffers of any kindnes 
they could dochim. As for the prices of our wares 
the Generallhad made enquirie of the Guſorates which 
came aboard, which did agree with the Drchmen, in 
raung ofeuery ſort ofthem, whereby he knewe that 
they didnor dillemble, oy 
Before it was dinner time, there came a Meſſen- 
gerirom the King, to will the Dutch Marchants to 
come and ſpeake with him ; and the Generall came 
home toour houſe, where hee had not ſtayed halfe an 
houre, butone of the Dutch Marchants came tor 
himrcocome ſpeake with the King; So the Generall 
taking Maſter Browne, and /oby Addeyes, one that had 
the language, and my ſelfe with him, went preſently 
with them thatwere preſent, where wee found the 
King in a largeroome (itting ina chaire, and all his 
chictCounlellars about him licting vpon martes onthe 
Sh ground; 
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ground ; before him the Durch-acarchans fining 2: 
e them 5 when the Generall came , the Ki 
willed him to ſit downe, atter hee was (ec, the Ki 
cauſed the Letter brought by our Generall fromt 
kinges Maicſtic of En2/andto bee openly read; which 
|  beingdone, the King acknowledged himlelfe behol-

thing but treaſon and trecherie. ; 

ſhe Generall by his interpreror gaue him great 
thanks for his kindnes, in giving ſo free liberty to 
trade with his people, and likewile for his good coune 
r@ſhun tlie trecheric of the Portwgalls, but for his 
pat doubred no trecherieatall ſhould harme him, 
'that he did mindto ſtand vpon ſuch a gard as all 
the firength they had ſhould nor offend him, and 
therefore deſired his highnes to pardon him hee did 
not follow his counſell, tor tharhee purpoſed withall 
ſpeede to goe thither and to offer them peaceable 
trades, whichif they refuſed; kee had the thing he 
deſired, then had he iuſt cauſero bee at warres with 
them, and if they would nx accept of peaceable 
trade, hee minded ro ioyne 'with the Holanders 
- 5 iqp10e von GOD ſhould ſend them thi- 
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This ſpech of the Generall,contented the King and 
all rhere preſent ſo that they had no more to ſay,but 
intreat him,that he did not furniſh them with any of 
our great ordinance,and totake great care of their 
erechery : and ſo the counſell broke vp, The Generall 
taking his leaue of the King and all his nobles, for 
preſently after dinner, he mindedto depart abord: 
alſo the King promiſed,if the Portingales would nor 
trade with ys,he would write his letter to the gouer- 
nor of Makeas to deale withys, for all the cloues in that 
He.And,ſfo the Generall and Maiſter Browne wentto 
the Duch houſe to dinner: which being done he came 
home with the Duch marchants in his company. And 
ſo,taking leaue of them and of vs,departed abord. 
The 27.day in the morning cameabord 2.men,ſenr 
by the King of Taynat, with aletrertgthe gouernor of 
Makeau,totrade with vs, They were yn the King 
to go along with vs thither, for our berter vſage. So 
abour 8.a cloke inthe morning we weighed, & plyed 
it all day for the roade of Tidore:and about ſunne ſet= 
ting we came toananchor, in 32. fadomes ſandy 
.ground,on the weſtcrne fide of the Ile faire of ,by the 
ſhore.Coming to an anchor there came aCaricole with 
two {ſwift Caoastotake vewe of our ſhip. Our General 
Commanded one to weafte them with a white flag : 
and preſently, one of the ſmall Prawes came faire by 
vs , demaunding whence we were. Our Generall 
cauſed our Portingall ſoldiar, to will them ro come 
abootrd, for we were Engliſh men and their friends. 
And ſo there came aboord vs three Portingales, which 
entred intothe gallery, and went into the Generalls 
cabin : where rhe Generall told them, his comming 
© 00 OT. @- thether, 
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thither, was to fecke trade with them as friends, for 
that the wars berweene our nations was done, anda 
cocluded, The Queene of being dead, 

and the King otScots, King of England. T hey made 
anſwer,that they knew that the Queene was dead, by 
way ofthe Phillipines , andto heare ofthe long deſi- 
red peace they were very glad, and for trade with vs 
they (aid they could ſay nothing , till that they had 
made the Capraine acquainted therewith : and be- 
cauſe it wasnight,they were defirous to be gone,pro- 
mifing thenext day morningro-rerurne, Sorhe Gene- 
rallletthem depart, and our Portingalt (ouldier with 
them, with alcter co the Capraine of the fort, wher- 
in hedid certific himofthe newes of Chriſtiandome, 
and the cauſe of our comming thither , and ſo they

he 28.day about 6. a clocke;,we weighed, hauing 
very little wind, & at8.a clocke came a Carricole, 8 
2. Praw:s fro-the Portingalistowne, and inthem fiuc 
Portingalls,and our aboue named ſouldier: the Gene- 
rallſtood in the waſt,and catertained them : our ſou!- 
dier relling the General{;the principal ofthem was cal- 
led Thome Detoris CaptaincofaGalcon , and the reft 
married men of the rowne , Captaine Detoris deliue- 
red our Gemerall a letter from the captaine of the 
Forr:the effe& was, that he was welcome with all his 
companyto him and all the reſtof the Portingalls in- 
habinng in that place,and whereasthe King of T arn«- 
14 and the Hollander: their enemies, had giuen badre- 
ports of them, ſaying there was nothing but villanic 
andurcaſon to behad attheir hands, hee hoped our: 
Generalt did conceive beter ofthem, and that their 
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reports were of malice and not oftrueth,and no cre- 
dit ro be given to the report of their enimies, But cx- 
penience ſhould prouechemlyars, and thernſelues no 
ſuch bad minded people: and therefore he willed the 
Generall to haue no doubt of good vſage ar their 
hands, and fortrade which he defired withthem, hee 
would reſoluc him thereof the next day : for as yer 
they had not called a counccll concerning thatmar, 
ter, without which councell, he could nor doe it, bur 
willed himto hauc no doubt thereof. Sothegenerall 
tooke them downe to his Cabin to breakfaſt, and the 
Carricoleandthe bores rowed the ſhip to the town- 
wards, being very little wind. A bour elcuenth a clock 
we came toan anchor, alittleto the northwards of 
the Fort,andfſaluted the fort and towne, with 7.pee- 
ces of Ordinance:and from the fort anſwered with 3. 
peeces,and preſently vponthe ſame, in a boat came 
the Caotaineof thefort, called Petro Alleneris Deb- 
broo,and the Captain of the other Galeon called Fer- 
dinando Perrera de Sandy: theſe Galeons that theſe 
Caprtaines did belong to, did ride wichin a league of 
rockes very neere the ſhoare , with their broad ſides 
to ſeaward, with Ordinance placed therein to ſhoote 
at their enemies, which come rowing by the ſundry 
times. The Generall brought the Capraine of the 
Fort,andthe other Captainedowne with the reſt to 
breakfaft,the Capraine ofthe Fort making great haſt 
to be gone. After many coplements paſſed berweene 
our General and them,they tooke their _ and de- 
parted, promiſing the next day to come looke vpon 
modiimand toagree vpon price for them. 
About 3. a clocke our C_ ſcar Agr a 
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ſthoarewith preſcnts tothe 3. es, which they 
very kindly accepted : The Captaine of che Fore 
rerutning the Generall a fat becete, | 
. The2g.day came Captaine Torris and other Poy- 
tingalls aboard , and the Generall cauſed our Mar- 
cbantsto- bring a note of all ſuch commoditics as 
wcerein our ſhip,into his Cabin : where he ſhewed c> 
ucry ſort vnto them, ſetting a price vpon them. Cap- 
taineTorrisand the reſt of che Portingalls, ſaid they 
/were too deare at ſuchrates, ſaying 8& proteſting they 
| fold better cheape ſuch like compdities oneto the 0- 
| ther, andtherefore deſired the Generall to bee more 
reaſonable, and then he ſhould hauc allthe Cloues 
inthe land. T he Generall with-drew himſclfc aparr, 
aud in writing ſet downe his loweſt prices, how hee 
would (ell, willing them to go a land and conſider of 
it,& returne with ananſwer (if they could)that night: 

n {o they tooke their leauc and went a ſhote, 

| Thezo. day Captaine Torris came aboard, and 
would hauec abatement of cach ſort of commodities: 
which the Geeral would not yeeld yato, telling him, 
if he would not giue ſuch prices, he wold be gone for 
Makeas:and vpon the ſame preſented therwo Tarn 
taes which the King ſentro him for the ſame purpoſe. 
So he ſeeing nothing would be abated of thatpriee, 
agreed with the General, & appointed his own dwel- 
ling houſe for our faQory,with many kinde proffers, 


| which he fahblly performed 

3- 6«/b, Ther. being Eaſter day, Captaine Torris with di- 
* ucts of the principall menof the towne,dined aboard 
with our Geer, 
Aprill the z,inthe morning the Gewerallſent his bro- 
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cher 8& MHodnoth with marchandiſealand to Cap- 
tainTorris houſe, & within an houre after,the General 
went a land himſelf,where he was viſited by the king, 
the Caprtaine of the fort,and all theprincipallmen of 
the rowne, who intertained him moſt kindely . They 
ſtayed ſome (mall time with him,and departed all of 
them, They being gone,the General! beganne to ſer 
his Matchants a worke, to buy Cloues ofthe Portin- 
: & bauing (ſctthem ina ready; way how to deale 
with them,he went with Captaine Torris to dinner, 
where there wasnalacke of good cheere, After din- 
ner came the hig' prieſt, to welcome our General, 
willing hirz co haue no doubt of any bad dealing in 
that place: vpon his ſoule hee would vndertake, that 
there were notany intherownethat wiſhed himor a- 
ny of his company any harme:with many other com- 
plements,and ſo departed. Captain Torris made offer 
to the Generall,to be his chicte Faftor , and to helpe 
his brother and MiWordnoth in their buſines,cach ha- 
uing more todoe thenthey could well turne them to: 
and to ſay the trueth, he was ſo carefull in their buſi- 
nes,as if it had bin his own. Thisday dicd of the flixe, 
M. Mitten our cooke, and of the flixe Thomas Halls, 
The Tyderyans came not aboard to ſell vs any thing; 
the Genzrall doubted it was long of the Portingals, 
who had put themrin ſome ncedletlefeare, 
The 6.day the Generall ſenthis brother tothe king 


of Tydore wich a preſent,and1o diuers of his principal 


mcn,defiring his ighneſſe,he would giuchis ſubies 
leaueto repaire aboard with cloues, and freſh vitu- 
alls, and thar there was no caulc of feare why they 


thould abſtainc from ſo ting The King aid, they 
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ould have leane to bring vs refreſhing a board ; Bur 
forrhiecloucs his peopck, hould bee brought to 

the Engliſh-houſe, otherwiſe the quantity wee ſhould 

buy, would nor dolengrdercdy the King of Poy. 
looſe his cuſtome, and preſently yppon

Cloſe they had. The Capraine of the Fort, pros 

claiming the like in hisrowne, there came a flying re- 

nm am yprmcaarnd in ſight,and yponthe ſame 
the King ſence out a Caricoi? Io fea , but ſaw no 
ſkipping. : : 

The 5.daythe Generall ſent his brothe@ 2 ſhore a- 
gainevnto the King,with a preſent ro deſire his h170- 
nefſeto giue his ( leauc to reparte aboard with' 
their Clones, forthar the Portingalls would not per- 
mitthem to repatirero his houſe, bur would be ſerned 
themſclues with the beſt wares , and ler his people 
hane bnerheir leauings. Whereupon the King pro- 
miſed they ſhould come aboard: which they after- 
wards did. 

The 12.day came newes the Hollauders were in 
fighr,andouwr _ the bloudy colours, atthe Forr. 
The 14,day being Sunday Captaine Torrs the Kin 
faftor and rom. ma of Fa aria of the Portia- 
gals, dined with the General. This day the Captain of 
the Fort,ſentour Generall word, that the Hollanders 
were off,andon Bachan, willing the Generall to cauſe 
his fators ro getin his debrsthat were owing before 
their comming. | 

The 15,day the Generall ſent his brother a ſhore, 
to gatherinſuch debrs as were owing , andlikewife, 
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tay Cloues,ifany came tothe houſe tobee ſold: 
which he performed, buying ſome ſmall quanicy, for 
that moſt in the [land were1nour hands , without ir 
were ſome 80, Bahars which the Kings FaQor had, 
which he could nor ſell, becauſethey did belong vn- 
to the Marchants of Malaea.T he capraine of the fort 
gaue commandement to al men,to make preſent pai- 
ment,whichthey honeſtly performed, The Generall 
ſent to CaptaineTorrisco know:-the cauſe ; hee ſent 
him word, we had bought all they had , withoutic 
were, thoſe which were in the faRtors hands, which 
could not be ſold. 

| The1g. day we prepared for our departure from 
hcnce,to go to Makean. The 20.day camea Portingall 
a board with a letter to our Generall, from the Cap- 
taine ofthe fort,the cffe& thereot I could nor learne. 
The King of Tarnata#two menwhich all this time of 
our being inthis place bad tarried aboard, were very 
earneſt with the Generall for their departure to the 
Ile of Makean,where they made no doubt buttolade 
our ſhip with ctones. They began co be merry to lee 
vs in ſuch readinefſetobee gone, for they liued in no 
ſmall feare of ſome treaſon, to be atrempted againſt 
vs by the Portingals and Tydorians,inſo much > all 
the time of our being here, they wererthe beſt watch- 
men in our ſhip; The Generall ſent his brother to the 
King, defiring his highneffe,he would write hisletter 
to the Goucrnougbf Taffeſos, to ſell him ſuch: cloues 
as they hadthere, which he prefently did. This towne 
of T affaſoe is vpon Makteauand holds for the King of 
Thdere.allthe reſtofthe Tlandis the Kings of Tar- 


wart. 
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The 21.day being Sunday, came the ſame Portia- 

all that brought our Generall the letcer the day be- 

| ar commendations from his Captaineto the 
Generall, 8 to certific him the Hollanders ſhips were 
in ſight. The Portzngall taking his leaue, abour cleuen 


a clocke wee weighed with a ſmal fauourable galcof 


winde, to go for ekeaw. As we pallcd by the Fort, 

weſaluted the with 5 , peeces,they anſwering vs with 

3- Likewiſc comming thwart the Kings towne, we 

gaue them 5,peeces,and were anſwered with 5. from 

the Galeons, At this preſent we had ſight of the Hob 

Landers.Capten Torris our Generals great friend,com- 
ming a boardpreſered him with hens, which be borh 

ſcarſe anddeare, and o tooke his leaue : we keping 
on our-courſe with little winde, for Makeas, paſſing 
derrwene Motters & Poulacaualya,the Holliders ſeing 
vs comerome vponthem,werein good hope we had 
beene a Portingall that for feare was flying away. 
Nighe being at hand, they ſpread themſclues,that we 
could not paſſe them, but one or other muſt needes 
ſee vs. About midnight,we came amdheſt the, ſoun- 
ding our tromperes,whereby they did know we were 
not Portingales , The Adnmurall ſent his ſhiper in his 
pinnaſſc abootd, to know whatnewes: which was 
certified them ar full . He departing, they ſaluted vs 
with 3, peeces of ordinance: we anſwred them with 
thelike , They told our Generall, that they had raken 
Amboyns caſtell, and lcfta garriſon therein. 

C22. day we came to an anchor about ſeuen 
a clocke at nighr,alictle to the eaſtwards ofthe chiefe 
towneof 2 the towneis called Moffieia , in 
| whichromne the Ficer) for the King of Terra is 
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reſident,this after noone, came a carycole aboard be< 
forewe came toan anchor, and told our General, 
they would go. aboutthe 1le,and to all the townes, 
co giue them warning to repaire to our ſhippe with 
their clones before night, They had compaſled the I- 
land,and camcaboard vsagaine, | 

The 23. day,the Generall ſent his brotherwith the 
two Tarnataes,and the Kings letters, and apreſentto 
the Gouzrvor, The preſent hee recciued, and cauſed 
the letter to be publikely read : bnt for the cloves of 
that Tland,he ſaid they wete not ripe, but thoſe fewe 
that were to be had, the Generall ſhould haue them 
thenext day, This day died ofthe flixe , ourBaker 
Griffuth Powell, 

The 24. day the Generall went a ſhore himſclfe,to 
the Gouernor, to know why the people came not 
with cloucs according to promiſe, He made anſwer, 
he thought there were not any ripe 1n the Iland , but 
he had ſent toall the rtownes,to warne them to bring 
in cloucs : which they would not faile on the mor- 
row, T he Generall ſecing their delayes, began to ſuſ- 
pelt,the Kivg of Tarnataes letter was ro command 
them to fell vs none: therefore, if they came not the 
next day, he would goto Taffsſoa. Much quarrell and 
war is betweene thoſe of thus place , and they of the 
Iland : and it there bee any taken of citherpart, the 
moſt fauour they ſhew them,js to cut off their heads. 

The 25-day came moſtof the chicfe men of the T- 
land aboard to our Generall, and told him ihey had 
{mall ſtore of ripe cloues in the Nland, which*hey 
werewilling he ſhould have, Butthey were ſent for, 
by the Kipg ofTarnatagta po with their 2 
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aſſiſt himio his warres,againſt the King of Tydoye , 8 

the Portingalls: and therefore deſired him nor to bee 
offended with them,for that thar they could not ſell 
him cloues till the wars were done, This day they of 
Taffaſoa had taken tet) men of this rowne,and cut off 
their heads, 

The 26.we weighed, with very little wind,and pl:- 
edit for Taffsſoa,which ſtanderh on the weſt-north» 
weſt part ot the Iland. | 

Thez7. day the Generall ſent his brother in his 
pinnaſſeto the towne of Taffaſoa with the king of Ty- 
doreslener,which he deliuercd. The gouernor hauing 
rcadit,made anſwer , rhat all the cloues they could 
make,the General ſhould haue: for that the King had 
ſcathim wordin an other letter ,which hce receiued 
the day before, that he ſhou'd cauſe all in the rowne 
tobeſold him, The Portingalls haue a ſmall Block- 
houſe with z. peeces of Ordinance in this towne, 
wherein were fiue Portingalls: they had ſome cloues 
which they promiſed the Generall ſhould haue. The 
pinnaſſe returned, and brought one of the Portingalls 
aboard , the ſhip lying becalmedall the time of their 
abſence, 

The29.day,about jo.a clocke in the morning, we 
cameto an anchor,right before the towne of Taffa- 

ſoa in 0.fadome water, hard bythe ſhore, 

The 29.day the Generall went a land tothe Gouer- 
nor,who offered himſelf,8 towne,co be at his diſpo- 


finon: ſaying his King comanded him ſo to do, The - 


Genfrall demanded,whether the people would bri 
their cloucs aboard: he made anſwer, they had finall 
Lorcof boats, and could nor therefore fo conucaicnt- 
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ly come aboard.Sothe Generall told him, he would 
ſer yp atent vpon theſtrand, right againſt the ſhip: if 
he would cauſc his pcopleto bring them thither, hee 
liked well thercof:and came downe with the General 
to chooſe out a conuenient place, and ſo tooke his 

leaue, promiſing,ſo ſoone as the Generall ſentaboard 

to will them to make prouiſion to ſet vpa tent: which 

in two hourecs after was done. 

The 30.day was an alarum in the towne, their eni- 
mics hauing taken a man without the walls, & cutoff 
his head, T he King of Tydore hath ſouldiers there, 
which kecepe good watch and ward, the towne ſtat» 
ding vponapointofaland, cloſe by theſea, and is 
compaſled with a wall. The King of Tarnats hath 
ewilc atremptcd with all his force to rake it, bur could 
do no good, Thev liuc in ſuch feare, they dare not at 
any time go a flight-ſhot out off their walles, without 
a gardof fouldicrs,T hey haue often truce, bur they 
breake ir vpon ſlight occaſions, A little before night 
the Gouernor came toonr Generall , androld him, 
there were no more cloucs to be had, andth-refore 
he preſently cauſcd the tent to be pulled downe, and 
ſcnt all taings aboard, 


The ſecond day in the morning onr General recei, - 


ucd a letter fromthe Captaine of the fort, whercin he 
certified him, of the burning of the two Galcons by 
the Hollanders,andintreated him to make ſpeed thi- 
therto ſee the fight,which he dayly expeed:and ro

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The 3.day iathe afternoone, we came before the 

| Kuiugscomne, where we found all the Hollandersri- 

ding, andlet fall an anchor amongſt them, in a 100. 

fadomes,fayrc by the ſhore.The King of Tarnata was 

likew:ſctheregwith all his Carricoles. Afterthe moo- 

ringof our ſhip,the Generall ſent M. Grave onr Mat- 
ſterro the Dutch admirall,who tound bur cold inter- 

tainement : the Dutch atfuming, we hed aſſiſted the 
Portingalls inthe laſt fight, whereby they had rece1- 
ued great hurt,8 that they were told ſo by a Goſſarat, 

The Maiſter denied ir,and (aid,the Goſſoratlyed like a 
dogpe:(aying,itthe Generall had done ſo,hee would 
not denyc it, for any fearc of them , but ivſtife 
it ro their faces,cither here or any where elſe, Theſe 
hot ſpecches being ouerpaſſed, they grew into milder 
termes, andthen they began to tell our Maiſterthe 
manner of their fight with the Galeons, and the bur- 
ningofthem,withthe loſle of ſome of their men in 
the ſame fight: and they minded the next day to fall 
downe tothe Fort, and lay battery toit: which they 
had done before,it the King of Tarnatahad not with- 
holdthem, in perſwading then: to tarry for more 
helpe,which heexpeRed fro the other Ilands. So the 
Maiſter hauing learned whatnews he could, came a- 
board,and told the Generall, what ſpecches had paſ- 
ſed. An houre after the Maiſters comming aboard, 
there came a praw from the Kings towne, witha let- 
rerto our Generall from CapraineTorris, wherein 
there was nothing but commendations, and that hee 
would come aboard,when it was darke, and ſce him, 
The General willed him to come,cither night or day, 
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he ſhould be welcome, This eucning the King of 
Tarnrats. 


wn 
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Tarnatarowed ouer for Battachimawith all bis Carri- 
coles: 8& Captain 7 or7# cameaboard to. ſee our G2- 
neral,tarrying ſome wo houres,tciling the Generall, 
they deſired co fight wich the Hollanders , not doub- 
ting of v1tory:and for ſuch cloucs asthey had, they 
ſhould be brought ro the Kings rowne, and ({o con- 
ucied aboard vs, So growing very late, he rooke his 
leauc and departed athore, 

Theg.day,the Ho!landers expeRted the comming 
of the King of Tarxata, but he came nor, : 

Thes.day, our Generall ſcat ſent his brother and 
M.Woodnoth to the King of Tydore,to know it he wold 
ſel them any cloucs. He made antwer,at that time all 
his pcople were buſic in fortifiyng therowne,fo that 
he could not ſpare them from their worke , bur bid 
the Generall aſſure himſelfe of allthe cloues that hee 
and the Portirgals had, Thisnight came one of our 
men-in a (mall Carrycole,trgm Tarnata, and told our 
Generall, thatchey were hardly vſcd by the King of 
Tarnata,in got ſuffering them to buy and ſell with his 
people, according to promiſe, and had taken their 
weight fromthem, giuing commande: »nt thar no 
man ſhould (cil:hem anycloues, Likewiſe he ſaid, 
that they could ger no vittualls for their money , be- 
cauſe of the watres, and thatall our men were yery 
ficke,laue M.3r0wne,The king by his Carticole, ſenc 
the Holland:rs word , he would be wih them iathe 
morning, 

The .day in the morning came the King of7 ar- 
nats,with all his fozces, and hehimſelfe went aboard 
the Hollands admirall, where moſt part of the fore- 
naone was {pent.in counſcll, and about. one of the 
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$2 CQlocke theſlups weighed,and came vader their fore- 
EY! Ce fedy the Fort, and ler flye all their Ordi- 
ho pe vhs -.nance,\the Fort ſhooting now and then a pecce at 
+,4%.vv them.They came to an anchoralittle ro the North- 
wardes of the Fort,where they [pent the moſt part of 

that afternoone in ſhooting at it , but harmed them 


as theyrid,, hauing but one peece laid out that way. 
In the hotteſt of this battery , the King of Tarnata & 
the Holland:rslanded ſome of their forces a little to 
the northward of the towne : not finding any reſiſt. 
ance they intrenched them(ſclues where they lan- 
dedin the ſand, and there continued all thenighe 
without moieſtation. Afrer the Hollanders had done 
their battery, Captaine Torrs came aboard,to ſee our 
Generall,where he was very merty and pleaſant, ſay- 
ing as alwaics he had ,that they nothing doubred of 
a happy viory,and forſuch Ordinance as had bin 
ſhor atthem,it had done them no harme ar all,oncly 
he was ſorry that the Ordinance did hinder them for 
bringingof cloucs tro him.Bu: he defiredthe Genetal 
to hauc alittle patience, 8 he ſhould not want cloues 
to lade his ſhips which were nothing but wordes, for 
it was well knowneto the Generall hee had but 80, 
bahars inthe cowne, which the faor had. 
The8.day, yery carly in the morning, the ſhippes 
to barter the fort.which continued the moſt 
pact ofthe morning,in which time choſe men of the 
Hollanders,which lodged aland, had brought them- 
ſelucs within Saker ſhotte of the Fort , and there rai- 
ſed a mount, whereon they _—_ eat peece of 
Ordinance,and began their batterie, The Portivgals 
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notatall.The Portingalls could not harme the ſhipps : 
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now and and then ſhooting apeece to no purpoſe, 

The g.day,before it was light , the ſhips beganne 
their bartery,and they likewile from the mounte, and 
ypon aſoduinethe Dutch , and the Taynataes (allied 
out offcheir trenches,with ſcaling ladders , and had 
catred vpon the walles, beforethe Portingalls in the 
Fort were awarc,and had placed their colours voon 
their ramparts , which the Portingalls ſeeing, came 
with a charge vpon them, with ſhot and fire-workes, 
throwing at them which were ſo mounted, that they 
calt downe their weapons, and leaped downe far fa- 
ſer then they came vp,leauing their colours and their 
furniture behind theav the Portingalls ſtill continuing 
throwing of fire workes amongſt chem , whereby di- 
uers were hurt and (calded. Ar ſuchtime as the Hol- 
Landers gaue the (calado, 30.of the choiſeſt Portingals 
with greatnumber of the Tydorians were going in the 
woodes to giuc an aſſault ypon the backes of chem 
which were lodged ,wherethe pecce of Ordinance 
was mounted . inwhich time of their ablence, the 
Hollandeys entred vpon their walles, If theſe men 
had binin che fortit had gone far worſe with the Hol. 
landeys. The Poxtingalls that were abroad ,. hearing 
thealarum at the fort,came running backe againe, 8 
ſome that ran faſteſt,cameto the walls, atſuch time 
as they inthe Fort had put them tothe retreat, where 
they went to handy blowes with cthem.CaptaineTor- 
ris, which had theleading of the 30, men,was ſhore 
wich a muſket and ſlaine. By this timethe moſt of the 
30- Portingalls were gotten, ſome within and ſome 
yader thewalls : and the Hollandeys and Taynatans 
throwing away their weapons, beganneto —_— 
cs 


| heeles torunteintothe fea;Arthisveryiditantwhert 
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the Poptingells and the Tydoyianthad tlie yidtory in 
their hands,and very ready rocharge vpon their fly- 
ing coimies,theForttooke fire , and blewe vp eucn 
with theground , fo thar all the Portingalls which 
were vader the walles of the fort were there buried, 
andthe moſtpare within the Fort wete blowne vp 
intothe ayte: The Capraine being newly gone outto 
place ewo ſouldiers at a little poſterne dore, gaue 
them charge to kill aby Poytingells which ſhould go 


. ut tharway,inwhichtime of tis abſence, the Fore 


was blowne vp,whereby hislife was ſaued: bur howe, 
or by whar means it tooke fire it could nor be known. 
T he Hollanders and' Tarnatans lecing the fort blowne 


_— « 
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vp,bcegan I their ſcattered weapons , and' 
madca , hordaring to enter therumes of the 
Fort,nllthe Portingalls had leftit:which was ha'fe an 
houre after. In which time the Portirgall and Tydory- 
ax {laues had ſacked the towne, (etting fire on the 
fatory,wherethe cloues were, which they could not; 
carty with them , leauing nothingoſ any worth be- 
hind chem. When the King of Tarnats ſaw the vi- 
Rory on his fide, he with all the Carricoles, eame 
rowing towards the Kings cowne, intriamph : but 
durſt not come very neere,for that the King of Tydore 
did ſhoot atthem, Andſorowing by our ſhip,{inging 
and making great mirth, returned tothe Fore , w 

was 0 refiſtance,but ſo long as the Portingalls had it, 


| hedurſtnort come within a mile, VVhe che Tarnataes 
had pillaged che rowac, they ſer all the houſes a-fire - 


which were quickly burat cucn with the ground, be- 
iogallmadeof canes, After this vitory,the King of 
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Tidere ſenthis ſonne & a Nobleman,toour General, 


deſiring him to be a meanes of peace betweene the 


Holliders and him,for now he had what he deſired, 
which was viQtorie ouer the Portingales,The Generalf 
fent him word, he would do his beſt, as well for him, 
as for the Portingalls, which by fortune of warre were 
fallen into their enimies hands. So preſently the Ge- 
ncrall cauſed the Pinnaſſe tobe manned;/and he and 
the Mailſter went aboard the Dutch Admirall. VWheE 
chey camethither,they aſked forthe Admirall, who 
wasaſhore : but they ſent for him, At his comming, 
he bad our Generall welcome, after many ſpeeches 
paſſed of their fight, and commendations vndeſerued 
giuen of themſelues,they exclaimed vpon the Tarns- 
taes for cowards. and attributed all che glory to them+ 
{clues , ſaying they durſt not ſtand by them inthe 
fight, bntran away, After a greatdealeof vaine glo- 


- rious commendations of rhemſelues , the Generall 


was deſirous to ſce what priſoners they had taken of 
the Portingalls : one was brought forth being one of 
Captain Pereros {ouldiers, The Generall bad him de- 
clare a trueth in a matter he would aſke him:he made 
anſwerifhe could he would, then he aſked him whar 
catordinance,powder,ſhot & guns;they had from 
im to aſſiſt th& He anſwered, he knew notof any,ſo 
turning tothe Dutch admiral, be maruailed he ſhould 
giue credit to ſuch ynruths reported by aſlaue. Hce 
anfiveredagaine;ſuch things were told, buthe didnot 
belceue them tobe true. So the Generall aſked, what 


kementtodowith the Portingales his priſoners? He 


faidhe would hang them. The Generall intreated 
- O_o dar 
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thing burwhat all good ſubieQs arc bound co doe, in 
defence of their King and Country: and therefore 
delired notto take their lmes,nor deliuerthem tothe 
' King of Tar#ata.He promiſed, at his intreaty,nor ary 
oncofthem ſhould die, nor bedeliuered to che King 
of T ar#ata, but that he would ſhip them away to MHa- 
nals Tho Genera) gaue himthankes,taking leaue of 
them,and came rowing along the ſhore,by the kings 
towne,wherc he tooke in the Captain of the Fort,8 
brought him along with him aboard, where he both 
ſuppcdand lodged,and from him hadthe trueth , of 

Il the ighe,farre differing fromthat which the Hol- 
landers reported. The Generall told him his going to 
the Durch Admirall was, principally to jotreat him, 
to ſhew mercy vato the Portingaler:which he promi- 
{ſedroperforme, The Caprtaine gaue him great thanks 
for the care he had of them,ſaying,now all their hope 
reſted. ypon him:and ypon the ſame, hee preſented 
the Generall with a ſmall Ruby ſetin a ring , praying 
him to weateit forhis ſake:which che General would 
* Nottake,ſaying,whar he could doe for them , was in 
Chriſtian charity , and not for reward. 

The 10 day,inthe morning,our Generall went a+ 
board the H, Admirall, to ſee ithe could bring 
the King of Tarwataand the King of Tydere, and the 
Hollanders to apeace. The Dutch admirall made an- 
{wer, the King of Tarnats wauld bee very hardly 
drawne toany peace with the King of Tydere, but he 
for his part would be willing thereunto:and if ir plea« 
ſed the King of Tydere,to repaire aboard his ſhip,hee 
hould ſafely come and go, to haue conference with 
binsThe Generallchoughr, he could pexſmadehimto 
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come aboord his owne ſhippe, ſothat he wouldleaue 
rwoduch Caprainesafſhoce in pledge for him:But to 
come aboard his ſhip, he was ſure he would not. So 
the Dutch Admiral ſent two of his chiefe Marchants 
with the General,to belefras pledges, if the King 
would come aboard : whereupon our Generall went 
to the king of Tydoye,and told him what he bad done 
in his behalfe,perſwading him to come aboard our 
ſhippe,which he was loath to yeeld ro, The Generall 
ſceing him fearcful,cold him,there'was no ſuch cauſe, 
for that he had brought ewo Dutch Captaines, to re» 
maine asSpledges,and that he would leauc his brother 

wich them. Then the King was willing, and cauſed 

his own boate to be fitred , & imbarked himſelfe,Be- 

ing ready to put off, came the Kings fiſter,and his ſon 

weeping.as if he hall gone todeath, detayned himin 

this manner halfe an houre, Tnthe end he put off, bur 

when he was halfe way betweene the ſhore and the 

ſhip, he ſawa Carricole rowing off from the Fort : 

which he ſtood in feare of and would proceed no fur- 

ther,but rerutned backe,promiſing the next daye to 

come aboard,if we would ride with our ſhip nearer 

his rowne. 

The 11.day,in the morning we weighed , and an- 
chorcd againe before the Kings towne.The General 
with his pledges going a ſhore, there was an alarum 
m the town, which was ſodainly done:the cauſe was, 
that a great number of the Tarnatees had conſorted 
to go robbe ſome our-houſes inthe Kings towne, 
and finding nothing therein ſer thema fire, The Tydo- 
rjans gauea ſodaineaſſault yponthem, and had the 
curting off,ofa dozen of 5 all thereſt bard-

ly eſcaped by running away. The heads they preſcred 
hey pc uy: ares. ſandiog by him, tcl 

him the cauſe. The King ſeemed to be offende 

withthe Hollangers , which had protniſed that no 
hoſtility of warre, ſhould bee offered in this time 
ofparlyc.The Hollands Captaines which were in our 
Pianaſlſe ſceingthe heads, were in no fmall fearc of 
their owne. Atter the rumor was appeaſed, the King 
imbarked himſclfe with our Generall, andthe Cap- 
taincofthe Fort, The Dutch Matchants,and Captain 
Middleton rowed a ſhore for Pledges , but the King 
and our Generall came aboard our ſhip , where they 
ſtayed the comming of.the Dutch Admurall: who 
comming aboard was brought downe to the King, 
inthe Generalls cabbin,and they ſaluted one the 0+ 
ther very friendly. After ſome little pauſe, the King 
ſaid, whereas at your firſt comming hicher you ſcene 
me word, your comming was not to harme mee, nor 
any of my ſubie&s, but to expel! the Portingalls your 
enimics out of theland, andmake the place open for 
trade for al nations,andtherfoxe you deſired I ſhould 
not take with them againſt you: which I performed 
all ſuch rime I did ſee my mortall enimy, theKing of 
Tarnats ioyne with you , ſo that I was inforced to 
artne my ſelfe againſt him, who I know deſfireth no- 
thing ſo mach as the oucrthrowe and ſubuertion of 
my eſtate, and therefore you haue juſt cauſe not to 
blameme for arming my ſelte' and people , againſt 
theinuaſion of my motrall cniny . dndene letng 
you haucthe ypper hand of your cnimies the Portim- 
galles,it reſteth in your power to diſpoſe of them as 
ou he” thgke good: Now you haveyour deſire 
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of them,T would know whether you will haue peace, 
or ioync with the King of Tarnata againſt me, The 
Dutch Admiral anſwered,his coming was only to ex+ 


pcl the Portingals:which he thaked God,was now in ' 


his power. And for peace , he ſaid it was the thing he 
delired withal princes in thoſe parts,8 that he wold 
doc whatin him didlictomake an agreement, be- 
tweene theKing of Tarnata & him.The King anfwe- 
red, that hc defred a good peacc,butit could hardly 
be: forthat any ſlight occaſion , was dayly cauſcof 
breach berwcenertheE, Therfore he deſired the Hollz. 
ders, they wold take part with neither, 8 he doubted 
not, he ſhould haucas godd as he brought. The Ad. 
mirall anſwered, he would do what he could,to make 
an agreement: which it he could not bring to paſle, 
he promiſed the King(taking our General] to witnes) 
that he would takepart with neither of the. Which 
ſpeeches greatly contented the King , who exculing 
himſelfe ofnot being wall, tooke leaue and went a 
"ſhore, After the King was gone , came the Capraine 
ofthe Fort, looking very heauilic,as he had iuſt caule: 
which the Durxch Admirall ſeeing, tooke him by the 
Nand, bad him bee of good cheere,telling him that it 
was the chance of war,and that the fury being nowe 
| an re” to deale friendly with him and all 

e Portingals: Willing him to repaire aboard, where 
hethould be welcome, and fafcly go and come. The 
Captain gaue him thanks, for his kindenes.So dinner 
being ready, 8& thepledges come from the ſhore, they 
dined all with our Geneaall,& departedeuery man to 
his home, The 12 day being ſunday,the Portingal cap- 
tain with 6, of the principall ofthe, came aboard ro 
dige wich our General, increating himto go wich the 
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tothe Dutch admiral, 8 be a meanes to haſten their 
departure, which he did,and at hisintreaty they were 
ſeatawayinthree Pinnafſes and a frigar,to Mati!lia, 
for which they gaue the Generall great thankes. 
The 12.day,the Generall ſent his Pinnafſe toTar- 
nals, with prouiſion of viftualls ro our men which 


werethere: 8 they returned thenext day, & brought _ 


our Generall worde of the death of his ſeruant Ibn 
Abell, for whom he was very ſory. 
This 13.day our Generall and the Maiſter went to 


ond "the King of Toynata,to know whether hee would ler 
L 


'* himleauca faQtory in his Ti3d of Tarnata? He anſwe- 
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red,he ſhould, but willed him to returne the next day, 
for that he would call a counſell concerning the mat- 
ter,and then would giue them an anſwer. Fro thence 
the Generall went aboard the Dutch Admirall, and 
there told him, how the king of Tarnata had promiſed 
he ſhould hauc a faftory there: yer neuerthelcſſe, if he 
would buy ſuch wares as we had left, and make pai- 
ment at Ba#tam,he ſhould hauechem.. Who anſwe- 
red,he thought the King of Tarnate would not forget 
himſelfe ſo much, as to grauntvs a Fatory , conſide; 
ring he had written to his excellency, and likewiſe 


pI him,that they would trade with no nation 
with them. And as touching our commodityes, 
he would not deale withall, for that they had two 
ſhips which were ſent,one to Bexgalla, and the other 
to Cambia, to buy ſuch comodities, which they dayly 

Our Generall ſaid, he had norea(ſs to croſle 
him, forleauing a fatory there, for thar Sir Francis 
Drake had trade in Tarnats, before the names of the 


Hollanders were knownce inthoſe pars of the world. 
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; . So, forchattime they parted , either parttotake their 


beſt aduantage for their aduentures, The 14..day,the 
Generall weot againe tothe King,to know his anſwer 
concerning h1is fatory, He found him aboard a Carti- 
colc & one of the Duich Capraincsin his company, 
TheGenerallcold him, his coming was according to 
his appointment . The king made preſent anſwer, he 
could grit him no faQory,for that he had made pro- 
mile by writing,and word to the Hollayders, that no 
nation ſhould haue trade with him orſhispeople, bur 
onely they, The Generall demanded, why he had not 
told him Gwhen he ſaued him from the Tyderianr 

and then he could haue told whatto haue done . He 
ſaid, both he and his ſubiefs were willing we ſhould 
tarry there, But the Ho{landers did ſtill vrge his pro- 
miſe.ThcGeaerall ſceing he could notleaue a fato- 

ry,defired him to ſend ſuch order to Tarnetshat hee 

might haue leaue to carry thoſe ſmall quantity of 
cloues as his faQtors had bought and paycd for, a- 
board,and he would trouble neither himnor the Hob 
Landers, The king anſwered,rthat within ſcaucn dayes 
he would be there him(elfe,defiring the Generall, to 

ride ſtill, He made anſwer,he liuedat too great char- 
ges tolye ſtill, and doe nothing, and therefore could 

ſtay no longer, but wold be gone the next morning; 

and ſo departed from him, 

The 19.day, the Generall went aland, and tooke 
hisleauc of the King of Tydore,and al his Noble men 
and all the Portingals,they being all ſory for his de- 
parture,.. 

The 20.day,we weighed in the morning, for Tarnats 
andat 5.a dockein he cucung, came to an anchor 
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yaine onthe north-eaſt ſide of Tydore. This day died 
of the flixe Thomas Richmond. # 
The 21.day,at 4of the Clocke in the morning we 
w ,and abour ro.a clock? , came to an anchor 
in Tarpata rodcinus.Fadome3, fayre by one of the 
Dunch ſtups,which ewo dayes before vs. came from 
Tydoye.cchis ſhip was to take in her lading of Cloucs 
here.This after noone,the Generall ſent his Pinaſle, 
roknowe, if theKing had ſent word to the Sabendoy 
co {ce the deliuery of fuch cloues,as was there of ours, 
The pinnaſfe brought word, M. Browne was very ſick, 
andall the company which were with him. This after 
noonecameaboard to our General), the Kings vncle 
of Tarsats called Cichell Gegogoe,Tothis man our ge- 
nerall rold, how vnkindly he had'becne vſed by the 
and the Hollanders , and howe the King would 
glue him leauc to buy cloucs,whilcs he tarri- 
ed here, nor permit him to leaue a fafory there, con- 
tothe promiſche made him , when hee ſaucd 
him 8& the Hollands faftors, fro cnimics hands: 
which good rurne both the one and the other bane 
ite forgotten: likewiſe he ſaid he thought the king 
ory beene as our Kings im Chriſttandome arc, 
which neucrwill promiſe any thing, bur they wil per- 
formeit.ChichellGegogoe heating this, faid , he would 


- thatnightgototheKing , and then would tell him 


how much he did diſhonour himſelfe, to be ſo ouer- 
raled by the Hollandeys,and therfore willed the Ge= 
netall nor to have doubt of leauing a fatory,and 


likewiſeto trade {o long , as they tartied here-ift'the- 


deſpightof che Ho s.And vppon the-ſame,ſcc- 
mingto beanpry he departed, ag eb ha 
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day to returne againe. This man could ſpeake Port 
gais, whetby the General let him yadetſt5d fhis mind 
ro the full. He knew Sir Francs Drake, when he was 
atTarnata,and had becne aboard his ſhip with him. 

The 22.day,theGenerall ſent his brother againe to 
the cowne,to knowif the Sabendor were come from 
che King withorder to deliuer the cloues . Captaine 
Midalcton found him now come to rowne,8& brovghe 
him to our Generall,whotold him, he had order to 
deliuer the cloues,and likewiſe that hee ſhould haue 
fice liberty to buy and ſellaſwell as the Hollanders:& 
thattheK ing defired the Generall notto departtil he 
came, which ſhould be ſhortly after the meſſenger, 
All this fricndſhip Chrehe Gegogoeprocured . The $4- 
bendor and his twoſcnnes tupped and lodged inthe 
Generallscabinthat night. 

The 26.bcing ſunday,Chiche G(gogoe was al after- 
noone with the General in his cabio , where he fcaſt- 
ed him,in the beſt manner he could, & gauehima ve- 
ry faire caliuer ſet with bone & many other things. 

The2$.day,the pinnafſe went to the towne,to fetch 
fuch cloues away as the Marchants ſhould buye.The 
Generall or his brother, ſtil going or commung ia her, 
at this time it was Captain Middletens chance to bein 
her, 8 as he and the Marchanes were bulie baying & 
weighing of cloucs,in came a Tarnaten,68 toldthem, 
that there was a man that was indebted vato vs, that 


bad brought a Canoa laden with cloues, to pay his 


debts,% the Hollanders had both carricd him andthe 
cloucs to their houſe, becauſe the ma was likewiſe in- 
debted vnto thE.Out ran our men with weapons, but 
ſhe was gone before they came,or elſc ifthey had nor 
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made the more haſt,they had not cartiedthetn away * 
ſo caftly as they did. The marriners were hired by bne
